EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In the claims: 

Claims 36-37 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 40, 43, 46-50, 52, 53, 55-57 and 62-64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record does not suggest the respective claim combinations together and nor would the 
respective claim combinations be obvious with: requesting, by the first server, a target 
service ticket from the trusted third-party to access the target service on behalf of the 
client, wherein the first server provides the trusted third-party with the first service ticket 
when requesting the target service ticket, and wherein the target service ticket is used 
with the second authentication method as stated in claims 40 and 49, and determining 
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if the client has authorized delegation to the first server to request the access to the 
target service on the behalf of the client by checking the first service ticket for the 
presence of a forwardable flag as stated in claim 62.
